MUSEUM  NOTES 


JOHN  MARIN  (1870-1953),  brilliant  non-conformist  of  American 
painting  for  half  a century,  will  be  honored  in  a memorial  exhibition 
opening  to  the  public  Tuesday  evening,  March  1.  For  this  definitive 
showing  of  a modern  master’s  work,  the  Museum  has  broken  with 
its  long  tradition  against  one-man  exhibitions  of  contemporary  art. 
The  cream  of  Marin’s  output  — oils,  watercolors,  drawings,  etch- 
ings — has  been  carefully  culled  from  the  important  collections, 
public  and  private,  all  over  the  country.  Many  examples  come  from 
the  Alfred  Stieglitz  collections  at  the  Metropolitan  Museum,  the 
Art  Institute  of  Chicago,  the  Philadelphia  Museum  of  Art  and  the 
National  Gallery  of  Art  — works  which  Stieglitz,  Marin’s  patron 
and  friend  for  thirty-five  years,  had  selected  as  the  best  of  the  artist’s 
output  and  withheld  from  public  sale.  The  list  of  other  lenders  is 
too  long  to  give  here,  but  a handsome  illustrated  catalogue  will  be 
available.  The  exhibition  will  be  on  view  in  the  upper  special 
galleries  through  April  17. 

THE  MUSEUM  AGAIN  WELCOMES  THE  BOSTON  SOCIETY  OF 
WATER  COLOR  PAINTERS  for  its  sixty-sixth  annual  exhibition 
opening  March  8.  Fifty- two  members  and  two  guest  candidates  for 
membership  will  be  represented.  The  show  will  be  on  view  in  the 
lower  special  galleries  through  April  10.  Members  of  the  exhibition 
committee  are  Charles  Demetropoulos,  chairman;  Maclvor  Reddie, 
Glenn  MacNutt,  Harry  Sutton  and  Charles  A.  Mahoney.  The 
Boston  Society  of  Water  Color  Painters  is  the  second  oldest  water- 
color  organization  in  the  country  having  held  its  first  exhibition 
in  1885. 


THE  ARTIST  IN  OUR  TIME  will  be  the  theme  of  a series  of  five 
Tuesday  evening  lectures  sponsored  by  the  Institute  of  Contemporary 
Art  to  be  given  at  this  museum  beginning  March  8.  To  aid  the 
understanding  of  the  art  of  today  the  Institute  has  enlisted  the  co- 
operation of  an  impressive  roster  of  speakers.  Russell  Lynes, 
Managing  Editor  of  Harper  s Magazine , will  open  the  series  with  a 
discussion  of  The  Taste  of  Our  Times ; Arthur  A.  Houghton,  Jr., 
President  of  Steuben  Glass,  Inc.  and  Director  of  The  Corning  Glass 
Works,  will  speak  on  The  Artist  in  an  Industrial  Society  March  22. 
James  Johnson  Sweeney,  Director  of  the  Solomon  R.  Guggenheim 
Museum,  will  be  the  speaker  April  5;  Ren6  d’ Harnoncourt,  Director 
of  the  Museum  of  Modern  Art,  New  York,  will  speak  April  26,  and 
Frank  Lloyd  Wright,  controversial  giant  of  American  architecture, 
will  give  the  final  lecture  of  the  series  May  3-  All  lectures  will  be 
at  8:15  p.m.  in  the  main  lecture  hall  of  this  museum.  Tickets  will 
be  sold  only  for  the  entire  series  — $10  to  members  of  the  Institute 
or  to  members  of  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts;  $12.50  to  nonmembers. 
Reservations  may  be  made  either  with  the  Division  of  Education, 
Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  or  the  Membership  Secretary,  The  Institute 
of  Contemporary  Art. 

DR.  IMMANUEL  BEN  DOR,  Deputy  Director  of  Antiquities  of  the 
Government  of  Israel,  will  give  an  illustrated  lecture  on  Archaeology 
and  the  Bible  Wednesday,  March  23,  at  3 p.m.  Dr.  Ben  Dor  is  in  this 
country  as  a visiting  lecturer  at  the  Oriental  Institute  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Chicago.  He  has  taken  part  in  expeditions  in  Palestine, 
Egypt,  Mesopotamia  and  Italy.  His  talk  will  be  in  the  main 
lecture  hall  and  will  be  open  free  to  the  public.
